At six o’clock th e barrage fire lift- 
fed on th e trench es to th e righ t of th e 
fealient and Germans numbering 240 
(came sweeping forward under th e pro­ 
tection of th eir fire.

From th e prisoners th e American 
officers h ave secured much valuable 
Information. 
One said: 
“I did not h ave a ch ance to do any­ 
th ing before an American jumped onto 
pie and grabbed me by th e th roat.” 
Th e Germans h ad been preparing 
Ifor th e raid for th ree weeks and be­ 
longed to th e Seventy-eigh th reserve 
division of Hanover.

Lippert and h is son w’ere adm itted 
to bail on th e bonds of 10,000 each 
today. 
A rraignm ent 
was 
set for 
March 12 and wh ile aw aiting arrival 
of sureties th e elder Lippert said in 
regard to th e ch arges: 
“ Th e wrrong construction h as been 
placed on my relations with General 
Cruse and th e Q uarterm aster's De­ 
partm en t.”

the civilized wo rld , ha ve b een thus 
o fficia lly set fo rth: 
The plan o f setting forth the essen­ 
tial facts o f the deportations and 
forced labor o f Belgians Is set forth 
by the committee on public informa­ 
tion as follows: the documents, that 
Is to say, a small fraction of those 
which could he cited, tell the story, and 
only such comments are added as are 
needed to enable the reader to easily 
grasp the connection of events. 
“The deportations . . . were the 
most vivid, shock ing, convincing, single 
happening in all,our enforced observa­ 
tion and ex perience of German dis­ 
regard of human suffering and human 
rights in Belgium.”—Vernon Kellogg 
in Atlantic Monthly* October, 19 17, 
A summary of the whole situation, 
down to January, 1917, can be ob- 
! talncd by reading continuously the re- 
I port of Minister WhitloPk , tak en from 
the files of the state department. This 
tells of the brutality of the deporta­ 
tions. 
“Legation of the United States of 
America, Brussels, Jan. 16, 19 17. 
“The 
Honorable, 
the 
Secretary 
of 
State, Washington. 
“Sir: I have had It in mind, and I 
might say, on my conscience, since 
the Germans begnp to deport Belgian 
work men early in November, to pre­ 
pare for the department a detailed 
report on this latest instance of bru­ 
tality, but there have been so many 
obstacles in the way of obtaining evi­ 
dence on which a calm and judicious 
opinion could be based, and one is 
so overwhelmed with the horror of the 
thing itself, that it has been, and even 
now is, diificult to write calmly and 
justly about it. 
I have had to content 
myself with fragments of dispatches 
I have from time to time sent to the 
department and with doing what I 
could, little as that can ho, to allevi­ 
ate the distress that this gratuitous 
cruelty has caused the population of 
this unhappy land. 
Whitlo ck Oppo sed Belgia n Idea . 
“In order to understand fully the 
situation, it is necessary to go back to 
the autumn of 19 14. 
At the time we 
were organizing the relief work , the 
Comité National—the Belgian relief or 
ganizntion that collaborates with the 
commission for relief in Belgium 
proposed an arrangement by which 
the Belgian government should pay 
to its own employees left in Belgium 
and other unemployed men besides 
the wages they had been accustomed 
to receive. 
The Belgians wished to 
do this both for humanitarian and pa­ 
triotic purposes; they wished to pro­ 
vide the unemployed with the means 
of livelihood, and, at the same time, 
to prevent their work ing for the Ger­ 
mans. 
I refused to be connected in 
any way with this plan, and told the 
Belgian committee that it had many 
possibilities of danger; that not only 
would it place a premium on idleness, 
j but that it would ultimately ex asper 
ate the Germans. 
However, the policy 
was adopted, and has been continued 
in practice, and on the rolls of the 
Comité National have been borne the 
names of hundreds of thousands 
some 700,000, I believe—of idle men 
receiving this dole, distributed through 
the communes. 
“The presence of these unemployed, 
however, was a constant temptation 
to German cupidity. Many times they 
sought to obtain the lists of the chô ­ 
meurs, but were always foiled by the 
claim that under the guaranties cov­ 
ering the relief work , the records of 
the Comité National and lts various 
suborganizations were immune. R ath­ 
er than risk any interruption of the 
ravitaillement, for which, while loath 
to own any obligation to America, the 
Germans have always been grateful, 
since it has had the effect of k eeping 
the population calm, the authorities 
never pressed the point, other than 
with the burgomasters of the com­ 
munes. 
Finally, however, the mili­ 
tary party, always brutal, and with an 
astounding ignorance of public opin­ 
ion and of moral sentiment, deter­ 
mined to put these idle men to work . 
“General von Biasing and the civil 
portion of his entourage had always 
been and even now are opposed to this 
policy, and I think have sincerely done 
what they could, first, to prevent its 
adoption, and secondly, to lighten the 
rigors of its application.” 
German Pro mises Wo rthless 
In the early days of the German ad 
vance into Belgium, the people had 
learned to fear the worst. 
This was 
particularly true in Antwerp. 
In or­ 
der to alleviate their fears and to ob­ 
tain guaranties which might hasten 
the restoration of settled conditions, 
Cardinal Mercier secured from the 
German government at Antwerp prom­ 
ises, and in n circular letter dated Oc­ 
tober 16th, 19 14, ask ed the clergy o f 


the province of Antwerp to communi­ 
cate them to the people: 
“The governor of Antwerp, Baron 
von Holningen, General von Huene, 
has authorized me to inform you in his 
name and to communicate by your 
obliging intermediary to our popula­ 
tions, 
the 
three 
following declara­ 
tions : 
“ (1) The young men need not fenr 
being tak en to Germany, either to be 
enrolled into the army or to be em­ 
ployed at forced labors. 
“ (2) If individual infractions of po­ 
lice regulations are committed, the 
authorities will Institute a search for 
the responsible authors and will pun­ 
ish them, without placing the respon­ 
sibility on the entire population. 
“ (3) The German and Belgian au­ 
thorities will neglect nothing to see 
that food is assured to the popula­ 
tion.” 
These promises wore not k ept, as 
Cardinal Mercier and his colleagues 
show by abundant evidence In the “Ap­ 
peal to Truth.” 
“On March 23d, 19 15, at the arsenal 
at Luttre the German authorities post­ 
ed a notice demanding return to work . 
On April 21st, 200 work men were call­ 
ed for. On April 27th soldiers went 
to fetch 
the 
work men 
from 
their 
homes and tak e them to the arsenal. 
In the absence of a work man, a mem­ 
ber of the family was arrested. 
Wo rkmen Impriso ned o n Tra ins. 
“However, the men maintained their 
refusal to work , ‘because they were 
unwilling to co-operate in acts of war 
against their country.’ 
“On May 4th, 24 work men detained 
In prison at Nivelles were tried at 
Mons by a court-martial, ‘on the charge 
of being members of a secret society, 
having for its aim to thw art the carry­ 
ing out of German military measures,' 
They were condemned to imprison­ 
ment. 
“On May 8 th, 19 15, 48 work men 
were s!>ut up In a freight car and 
tak en t^> Germany. 
On May 14th, 45 men were deport­ 
ed to Germany. 
On May 18 th a fresh proclamation 
announced that the prisoners would

complete stoppage took place of every 
vehicle within a radius of several k ilo­ 
meters of the town. 
“Several work men wore tak en by 
force and k ept two or three days at 
the arsenal. 
“The commune of Sweveghm (west­ 
ern Flanders) was punished in June, 
19 15, because the 350 work men at the 
private factory of M. Bek aert refused 
to mak e barbed wire for the German 
army. 
“The following notice was placard­ 
ed at Menln In July-August, 19 15: 
‘By order: From today the town will 
no longer afford aid of any descrip­

task s assigned to them.

Punished fo r Refusa l to Wo rk. 
“Similar measures were tak en in 
October, 19 15, at Harlebek elez-Court- 
rai, Bisseghem, Lok eren, and Mons. 
From Harlebek e 29 inhabitants were 
transported to Germany. 
At Mons, 
in M. Lenoir’s factory, the directors, 
foreman, and 8 1 work men were im­ 
prisoned for having refused to work 
in the service of the German army. M. 
Lenoir was sentenced to five years’ im­ 
prisonment, the five directors to a 
year each, six foremen to-six months, 
and the 8 1 work men to eight week s. 
“The general government had re­ 
course also to indirect methods of 
compulsion. 
It seized the Belgian 
Red Cross, confiscated its property, 
and changed its purpose arbitrarily. 
It attempted to mak e itself master of 
the public charities, and to control the 
national aid and food committee. 
If we were to cite in ex tenso the 
decree of the governor general of Aug­ 
ust 4th, 19 15, concerning measures in­ 
tended to assure the carrying out of 
work s of public usefulness, and that 
of August 15th, ‘concerning the unem­ 
ployed, who, through idleness, refrain 
from work ,’ it would be seen by what 
tortuous means the occupying power 
attem pts to attack at once the mas 
ters and the men.”

The German authorities were not 
satisfied with one impoverishing levy 
In November, 19 15, one month before

Newspaper reporters see 
a good many sides of h uman nature. 
Most of th em wh en engaged in 
writing obituary notices of departed citizens, h ave used th e ph rase quoted 
above. 
Th e relatives seem to th ink th at it is a credit to th e deceased th at 
h o was never an office seeker and never asked th e suffrages of h is fellow 
citizens. 
Th ere h as been so much mean and sordid office seeking th at th is point 
of view Is natural. 
Yet it will be a pretty poor outlo^^ for civic advance if 
good citizens are generally to look at it th at way . 
Wh en good r tizens make 
It a rule to keep out of office, th e way is more open to worse me 
Th ere ough t to be no more discredit in aspiring to th e civil service or 
to elective offices, th an in going into a recognized profession. 
It is an h on­ 
orable, necessary service, or at least it can and sh ould be made h onorable. 
It sh ould attract th e best talent and be a career worth y th e interest of any 
man. 
Th e great trouble is th at we h ave no professional standards of public 
office, no sure way of putting th e righ t man in any office. 
A man migh t 
prepare h imseif by th e best education possible for th e public service. 
He 
migh t be a competent specialist in administrative science, and in th e tech ­ 
nical problems th at our public services h ave to h andle, and h e migh t h e a 
man of undoubted integrity . 
And th en if h e doesn’t h appen to be a smart 
talker, some windbag will come along w'h o really knows noth ing of th e sci­ 
ence and tech nique of government, and beat h im out at th e polls. 
How is th e average voter to acquire greater discrimination? We h ave 
too many talkers In public office and too few doers. Too many men wh o slip 
in to serve th e liquor or some oth er interest, befooling voters wh o are 
opposed to th e interest or interests th ey really stand for. We want men 
fitted for public work, and wh o h ave th e ability th at would make a success 
any wh ere.

Rad icals at Meeting in New York De­ 
mand Party Nullify St. Louis 
Antiwar Manifesto. 


New York, March 2.—Th e tirst tan­ 
gible evidence of u revulsion in feel­ 
ing toward pro-German pacifism among 
radicals in America as th e result of 
th e Prussian invasion of Russia was 
manifested in Aeolian h all at a great 
gath ering of Socialists. 
Th e audience ch eered th e war and 
Woodrow Wilson and adopted almost 
unanimously a demand th at all So­ 
cialists of America unite in support 
of th e war as th e only practicable 
means of saving ideals of democracy 
from Teutonic obliteration. 
Resolutions adopted by th e crowd 
of 1,200 voiced a beh est th at th e na­ 
tional Socialist party call togeth er its 
ex ecutive 
committee 
with in 
two 
weeks and nullify th e manifesto of th e 
St. Louis Socialist convention, wh ich 
declared th e war on Germany th e 
most unjust in h istory . 
Th e resolutions also urge th at radi­ 
cals in America of all sh ades of opin­ 
ion let by gones be by gones, and th at 
“Socialists every wh ere, conscious of 
th eir full duty toward th eir broth ers 
in Russia, place th emselves now in 
th e vanguard of th e h oly crusade 
against th e mad dogs of Europe.” 
Called 
by 
th e 
Jewish 
Socialist 
League of America, th e gath ering was 
attended not alone by Jewish Social­ 
ists but by a liberal sprinkling of radi­ 
cals of oth er faith s and nationalities. 
As speaker after speaker described 
th e imminent death of Russian free­ 
dom under th e h eel of th e Hoh enzol- 
lerns, th e audience* rvnised to u fervid 
pitch of enth usiasm, fairly sh rieked 
and sh outed its willingness to die in 
th e cause of preserving th e freedom 
of th e allied countries, of Russia, of 
America and even of th e German and 
Austrian peoples th emselves.

Senator New s bill providing for th e registering 
and training of boy s between th e ages of 19 and 21 th rough an amend­ 
ment to th e conscription law is worth y of th e consideration of congress. 
If th e war continues y oung men between th ose ages will be called into 
•ervice. 
Th e more training th ey h ave th e better able th ey will be to defend 
th emselves and th eir country . 
It is not proposed to put boy s of 19 ot 21 
in military service, but merely to prepare th em. 
With th e administration’s proposed amendments to th e conscription 
bill, wh ich are certain of passage, y oung men will be registered for active 
service as th ey reach 21. 
One y ear from now, th erefore, th e h oy s of 20 
will be subject to service, and two y ears from now th e boy s of 19 . 
It 
would be unfair to th ese boy s and to th e nation not to make some provi­ 
sion for training th em to meet conditions for army life. 
Army surgeons 
h ave reported th at some sickness in military camps is due to th e ignorance 
of men regarding camp sanitation and h y giene. 
Th ere sh ould be no ex cuse 
for permitting sickness to ex ist from such a cause among y oung men reach ­ 
ing 21 as th ey are turned into camps. 
Many papers h ave been persistently urging th e registration: for active 
military service of y outh s of 19 and 20— in several respects th e idteal age for 
a aoldler— but if th is is not necessary , with th e number of metn available 
under th e ex isting draft age limits, some provision sh ould be miade to pre­ 
pare th e men sh ortly to come of military age. 
Th ose wh o h ave opposed 
any form of universal military training because of a belief th at th e nation 
ah ouUi not commit itself to such a policy until it is sefm wh at conditions

Professor K. Hager, the new rec­ 
tor of the Munich Technical High 
School, in a paper read the other day 
b efore King Ludwig of Bavaria and 
a distinguished audience, told his 
hearers that the ore supplies of Ger­ 
many would only hold out 66 years 
longer at the rate of the present an­ 
nual output of 19 ,29 0,000 tons. This 
is without taking into account the 
imports, which b efore the war aver­ 
aged 18 ,9 00,000 tons annually. 
As for coal, of which Germany uses 
157,9 00,000 tons annually, there are 
supplies for the next 2500 years, the 
professor said. 
He added that Ger­ 
many had three times as much iron 
ore os England, and 
doub le 
the 
amount of coal. 
To deal with the iron situation 
after the war, Professor Hager made 
the following suggestions; (1) to ac­ 
quire foreign ore 
fields, 
(2) 
to 
raise the importation of foreign ore 
b y means of tariff regulations, (3) 
to reduce exports of iron also 
old 
iron, (4) to make the trade in old 
iron a state monopoly, and (5 ) to 
reduce the iron consumption in Ger­ 
many itself to a minimum. 
To at­ 
tain the latter end, he urges the use 
of ferro-concrete, wood, china, and 
cement articles whereever 
possib le 
instead of cast iron, while it would 
also he advisab le to perfect the pres­ 
ent methods for preventing rust.

Baltimore, Md., March 2.—Fatigued 
and worn b y their long trip afloat and 
ashore, another contingent of 248 in 
valided American soldiers has arrived 
at the hospital at Fort McHenry. Tin 
men are suffering from “trench” dis­ 
eases—shell shock, nervous and phy­ 
sical b reakdown, and a few from tub er­ 
culosis.

Horrors Told in Sold iers’ Diaries. 
The frightfulness taught by the Ger­ 
man lenders held full sway in Belgium. 
This is best seen in the entries in the 
diaries of the individual German sol­ 
diers. 
“During the night of August 15-1G 
Engineer Gr 
gave the alarm in the 
town of Vise. Every one was shot or 
taken prisoner, and the houses were 
burnt. 
The prisoners were made to 
march and keep up with the troops.”
